SUBJECT: PRESS ATTENTION TO USG VISITOR 

1 . SUMMARY. PRESS HAS TURNED ITS ATTENTION TO TODMAN AND DALLEY 
VISITS AND IS SPECULATING AS TO SIGNIFICANCE OF GOB'S REQUEST 

FOR POSTPONEMENT OF LOWENSTEIN VISIT. SOME PAPERS SEE POSTPONE- 
MENT OF LOWENSTEIN VISIT AS EVIDENCE OF STRAIN IN USG-GOB 
RELATIONS. ESTADOO CLAIMS MAJOR ITEM ON TODMAN’S AGENDA 
WITH AMBASSADOR CRIMMINS WILL BE CAPUANO AND ROSEBAUGH CASE 
POLICE REPORT. END SUMMARY. 

2. THE DECISION TO POSTPONE THE VISIT OF AMBASSADOR 
LOWENSTEIN TO BRAZIL HAS TOUCHED OFF PRESS SPECULATION OVER 
POSSIBLE DIPLOMATIC STRAINS BETWEEN THE U.S. AND BRAZIL. 

O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO AUGUST 12 EXPLAINED THE BRAZILIAN DECISION 
TO ASK FOR A POSTPONEMENT OF THE LOWENSTEIN VISIT AS DUE TO 
BRAZILIAN CONCERN THAT THE VISIT WOULD BECOME A HUMAN 
RIGHTS "INVESTIGATION" AND LEAD TO FURTHER DIFFERENCES BETWEEN THE 
TWO COUNTRIES. THE PAPER SAID THE BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT WANTED 
TO PREVENT OBSTACLES TO THE BILATERAL TALKS SCHEDULED WITH 
SECRETARY OF STATE VANCE. ESTADO CLAIMED THE GOB WANTED TO 
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KEEP RELATIONS OVER HUMAN RIGHTS "IN LIMBO", AND LINKED THE 
CURRENT ATTITUDE TO BRAZILIAN UNHAPPINESS WITH COMMENTS RE- 
PORTEDLY MADE BY PRESIDENT CARTER REGARDING LACK OF POLITICAL 
EVOLUTION IN BRAZIL. 

PRESIDENT WAS ALLEGED TO HAVE MADE COMMENT TO 
PORTUGUESE PRIME MINISTER SOARES DURING SOARES' VISIT TO 
WASHINGTON. 
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3. FOREIGN MINSTRY SPOKESMAN LAMPREIA DENIED TO JORNAL DO 
BRASIL AUGUST 12 REPORTS THAT THE U.S. AND BRAZIL WERE UNDER- 
GOING A PERIOD OF SPECIAL STRAIN. LAMPREIA FURTHER DISCOUNTED 

THE REPORTED COMMENTS OF PRESIDENT CARTER AS "RUMORS ", ADDING THAT 
SUCH COMMENTS WOULD NOT BE MADE TO THE REPRESENTATIVE OF ANOTHER 
GOVERNMENT. 

4. O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO AUGUST 13 ALSO ATTEMPTED TO READ 
SIGNS OF STRAIN INTO DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY DALLEY'S TWO 
POSTPONEMENTS OF HIS VISIT, BUT LAMPREIA CLEARLY 

STATED POSTPONEMENTS WERE 

DUE TO SCHEDULING CONFLICTS ON MR. DALLEY'S PART AND NOT THE 
RESULT OF ANY DIPLOMATIC PROBLEMS. LAMPREIA ALSO 
DISTINGUISHED BETWEEN THE DALLEY AND LOWNSTEIN VISITS AS 
HAVING DIFFERRENT FOCI AND PURPOSES, 

5. INTEREST IN BOTH VISITS CONTINUES TO RUN HIGH IN LOCAL 
PRESS. THE LOWENSTEIN VISIT HAS BEEN CHARACTERIZED AS STRICTLY 
CONCERNED WITH HUMAN RIGHTS WHEREAS THE D ALLEY VISIT HAS BEEN 
CLASSIFIED AS PRIMARILY CONCERNED WITH THE AGENDA FOR THE 
UNITED NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. THE CORREIO BRAZILIENSE 

HAS POINTED OUT THAT HUMAN RIGHTS WILL BE IMPORTANT IN THE 
UN MEETING AND STATED THAT DALLEY WILL BE CONCERNED SOLELY WITH 
HUMAN RIGHTS QUESTIONS IN HIS VISIT. 
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6. O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO SPECULATED AUGUST 16 THAT ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY TODMAN WOULD PAY SPECIAL ATTENTION DURING HIS VISIT 
TO RIO TO AN OFFICIAL POLICY REPORT WHICH ABSOLVED THE BRAZILIAN 
POLICY OF ANY WRONG-DOING IN THE TREATMENT OF AMERICAN 
MISSIONARIES CAPUANO AND ROSEBAUGH IN RECIFE. ESTADO 

SAID THE REPORT, WHICH ALLEGES THE MISSIONARIES WERE MISTREATED 
BY ANOTHER PRISONER RATHER THEN BY POLICY, IS ON THE AGENDA FOR DIS- 
CUSSION BETWEEN TODMAN AND AMBASSADOR CRIMMINS. THE SAME 
ARTICLE CLAIMS THAT WHILE THE TODAMAN VISIT IS BILLED AS 
A PRIVATE RESTSTOP, ASSISTANT SECRETARY WOULD AGREE TO MEET 
WITH BRAZILIAN OFFICIAL SHOULD THE LATTER REQUEST SUCH A 
MEETING.
